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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the proposed amendment does not overcome the 
112 1st (written description) rejection of the record that is still applicable to 1, 2, 4-13, 21-32, 34, 70-75. As discussed in the previous office 
action, the claimed genus of cell type, cell surface protein and agent encompass a broad genus of cell with broad scope of cell surface 
protein. While the instant amendment limit the pro-apoptotic and anti-mitotic agent to vinblastine, 5FU and gamma irradiation, the claims 
still encompass a broad genus of cell types and different classes of cell surface protein. The structural characteristics of this genus are 
diverse because the cells vary greatly for the type of cell surface protein, the type of regulation and signal transduction pathway by said 
surface protein, and the length of replication cycle for a particular cell type. The claimed cell line need to have the characteristic of 
maintaining the signal transduction pathway for at least about 1 hour after which the cell will lose the signal transduction activity of the cell 
surface protein, The specification and the response filed on 12/17/07 describes several human and mouse cell lines that have such 
characteristic treated with vinblastine, 5FU and gamma irradiation with three receptor regulated signal transduction. In view of the broad 
claimed genus of suface protein including non-receptor type signaling, the above example does not illustrate the structural characteristics 
that is required for cell lines to possess the function of any type of surface protein signaling, wherein it may be maintained for 1 hour after 
treatment and will lose said signaling in no more than 30 days at a temperature above freezing have not been described in the specification. 
Therefore, this rejection is maintained. 

With regard to claims 14-20 and 33, they are objected to for being dependent on rejected claims, and will be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all the limitation of the parent claims. 
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
